To 
authorize the Selectmen to withdraw up to $5,000 from the loader capital reserve fund to rent an 
Industrial Wheeled Front End Loader for the purpose of loading town trucks and using on town 
road projects during the next 12 months for the Orford Town Highway Department. 


After discussion the amended article was defeated by voice vote. Then voice vote on the 
original article was taken in the affirmative.

($1,000) to be deposited into the Tree Care and Replenishment expendable Trust Fund. 


(The majority of the Selectboard recommend this appropriation.) 
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ARTICLE 8. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three hundred fifty 
dollars ($350) for maintenance of the Rivendell Trail. 


(The majority of the Selectboard recommend this article.) 


ARTICLE 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) from interest in the Lenore Niles Trust Fund for the purpose of planting trees on 
town-owned property, improving community facilities and sponsoring organizations or 
individuals of Orford with financial aid for opportunities that otherwise might be 
unattainable. 


(The majority of the Selectboard recommend this article.) 


ARTICLE 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to: disallow any assessing 
company or any other entity, including the town, to place any part or portion of the 
Orford Taxpayers property tax card records on the internet. This would include names 
and addresses, location, valuations, layouts, diagrams and photos of buildings, lot sizes or 
anything else found on a tax card for having to do with a taxpayer’s property valuation in 
Orford. 


ARTICLE 11. 

Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 35-B:2, II to create a Recreation Revolving Fund to 
acquire and expend funds for the establishment, development, equipping and operation of 
a recreation park This revolving fund is non-lapsing and is not considered part of the 
municipality’s general surplus. The treasurer has custody of the monies and shall pay out 
monies only upon order of the governing body or other designated board and only for the 
purposes for which the fund is established. 


ARTICLE 12. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to allow the Orford Conservation Commission to spend up 
to a total of $5,000, within a current budget year, out of the Current Use penalty Tax 
Account with a proper public hearing. The Orford Conservation Commission may spend 
over $5,000 from the Current Use Penalty Change Tax Account only if the Orford voters 
first vote to approve a request from the Conservation Commission. This vote would be 
scheduled at a regular meeting or a special town meeting duly warned. 


ARTICLE 13. (By Petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize and direct the Board of Selectmen to enter into a 
inter-municipal agreement by and among the towns of Orford, Lyme, Hanover, Enfield, 
Springfield, Newbury, New London and Sunapee, to create a non-profit corporation to 
develop a broadband communications network, in accordance with RSA 53-A. 


ARTICLE 14. 
To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. 
To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

BUDGET ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee has worked with the Selectmen and Administrative 
Assistant again this year during departmental budget request presentations, 
additional meetings, and the public Budget hearing. This year, much extra effort 
was put into tightening budgets by reducing spending. 


Warrant Articles 2 through 9 to raise and appropriate money, if all passed will yield 
a total budget of $1,065,393. This is 7.4% less than last year’s projected $1,144,684 
and the estimated amount to be raised by taxes is $559,398, down from last years 
actual of $639,884. 


Municipal operations are now $870,386, down $77,539 (8.9%) from last year. How 
the budgets are divided has changed so that individual department budgets now 
include the costs for Health, Life, and Dental insurances. This shows as less 
spending in General Government, but is reflected in other budgets, such as the 
Police and Highway Departments. This reapportioning of benefit costs is evident in 
the Budget Comparison chart below.

The Highway Department budget has been substantially reduced. The operating 
budget was lowered by 4.6% from $280,806 to $268,362, even after having to add in 
$51,714 for Health, Life, and Dental. What was cut? Paving has been reduced by 
$50,000 from the requested $55,000, $6,500 has been removed from the gravel 
request, $5,000 from vehicle maintenance and repairs, and $5,000 from fuel. 
Overtime has been trimmed, but wages are allowed to increase slightly. 
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General Government declined from $321,344 to $238,250 (-34.8%). This is mostly 
from moving benefit costs into their respective department budgets, and reducing 
estimated spending for legal, ($11k) and supplies. Town Clerk costs are estimated 
to be $3.6k lower also, but most other categories, including the Fire Department, 
were level funded. Extra funds have been allocated for welfare and contingency. 


Police department costs are up $11.1k (8.5%) from $130,613 to $173,508, which 
includes $28,790 for benefits that used to be allocated elsewhere. There have been 
increases of $3.5k in wages, $5.2k for prosecution, $2k for fuel, $1k for dispatch, 
but a $.5k decline elsewhere. These three departments, along with Capital 
Reserves, make up most of the budget and the increases. 


Adjustments to the Capital Reserves have been made for 2009, and can be seen 
graphically below. Although inflation in 2008 was 4%, the amounts to be reserved 
for equipment purchases have only been increased by 3%, closer to long term 
inflation for the past 10 years. Note that Capital reserve funding is $115,337, 
down from last years total of $118,400. The reduction is due to eliminating 
funding of a Parks & Playgrounds mower due to contracting out mowing service. 
If for some reason this service does not work out, there will still be a remainder in 
the Capital reserved for some years, and we will not be burdened with all of the 
costs for a replacement mower in only one year. On the other hand, if it does work 
out, we estimate that no additions to the Mower fund will need to be made until the 
year 2023, give or take a few years.

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The chart below shows how our taxes were spent in 2008. Remember that the School 
and State portions are both school taxes, and make up 78% of our 2008 tax bill, while 
Municipal costs make up only 16.2%.

In summary, the Town of Orford is in better financial shape than the nation. The town 
has little debt. The Selectmen also have an unallocated reserve (surplus). This year, 
$50,000 is planned to be used from that fund to relieve taxes. $165,000 was used last 
year, and $200,000 the year before. 


The budgeting process has once again gone smoothly, even though a lot of wrestling took 
place to reduce spending where possible. Much work was done by many people pulling 
this budget together, and their help keeping the budget low is appreciated. 

The Budget Committee agrees with the budgets outlined in Articles 2 through 9, and 
recommends their passage.

RABIES CLINIC 


An Orford/Fairlee joint “Rabies Clinic” has been scheduled to be held on Wednesday, 
March 18, 2009 between 6:30 — 7:30 pm at the Fairlee Fire Station. This has been 
arranged with the Oxbow Veterinary Clinic of Bradford, VT and the Orford Town Clerk 
will be present. Attendance at this program is not only convenient, but offers these shots 
at a reduced rate. 


Dog and Cat Rabies Vaccine $7.00 
Other vaccines will be available 


If people see an animal they suspect of being rabid, contact the Orford Animal Control 
Officer, Orford Police Department or the NH Fish and Game Department. 


RSA 436:99, II-VI requires that all dogs and cats have a rabies vaccine once they reach the age of 3 
months. The first rabies vaccine will be good for only one year, on a young dog or cat, but a two or three- 
year vaccine will be given thereafter. 


Rabies is a viral disease which attacks the central nervous system in mammals including wild animals, pets 
and humans. If untreated it is almost always fatal. Rabies is spread from a bite or contact with the saliva of 
an infected animal. An indication that an animal has rabies is a noted change in behavior, such as loss of 
normal fear of humans or a display of hostile actions. Rabies is impossible to diagnose without a medical 
test that can be done only after the infected mammal is dead. Rabies is preventable. Dogs, cats, horses and 
other domestic animals can be vaccinated against the disease. If the vaccinated pet comes into contact 
with an infected animal, the disease will not spread. However, humans that come into contact with the 
saliva from a rabid animal on their pet can get the disease. If exposed to saliva from any animal which may 
be suspected of carrying rabies, the wound or infected area should be soaked for 10 minutes with soap and 
water prior to going to the emergency room of a hospital. 
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SELECTBOARD 


Highlights: 


Tax rate stabilized — The 2008 town tax rate was stabilized at the 2007 level of 
$3.50/$1000 assessed value while maintaining services and bringing town 
employee pay scales in line with local areas. 

New Assessor contract finalized and active — A new 3-year contract for assessing 
services was finalized with Brett S. Purvis & Associates. Assessor Steve Allen is 
in town a minimum of one day per month, meets with the Selectboard to update 
them on status and is available to discuss tax assessing questions with individuals 
as needed. Please contact the Town Administrative Assistant for appointments. 
As of the end of the year, property-to-sales values are well within the State 
guidelines. 

New Chief of Police — Chief Todd Gray resigned effective the end of July for 
personal reasons. Following an advertised search and an Oral Board review by 
selected experts, Officer Chris Kilmer was sworn in as our new Chief of Police 
effective Nov. 17. Chief Kilmer, a current resident of Piermont, brings many 
years of experience in the military and 8 years in law enforcement in Claremont 
and Canaan. We thank Officer Mac Cashin and volunteer Officer John 
Richardson for so capably filling in while the chief’s position was vacant. After 
11 years of volunteer service, John, a certified police officer, has also decided to 
retire. Thank you John for all you have done for the Town. 

Selectman Peter Dooley resigned in early August for personal reasons and was 
replaced by John Bouzoun who had run for the position in 2007. During his 
service, Peter contributed in a major way to the updating of our accounting and 
financial control system, integrated the payroll processing into everyday 
operations, resolved many problems with our BMSI accounting software and 
handled the renewal of town employee health benefits package. Thank you Peter. 
Sorry to lose your expertise. 

Employee Handbook completed — The revised employee handbook and job 
descriptions, begun in 2007, was completed, distributed and formal annual 
performance reviews conducted for all employees. 

Emergency Management — Establishment of an emergency management center 
(EMC) at the town hall was initiated and should be completed in 2009. Details 
are in the Emergency Management Director’s report. 

Handicap Ramp — a new side-entrance concrete handicap ramp was installed in 
time for the Sept. primary elections replacing the failing wooden ramp at the front 
of the town hall. The large propane tank was relocated away from the building, 
gas lines buried and a drain system installed along the entire length of the parking 
lot next to the back field/woods. A proposal will follow in 2009 to deflect snow 
and ice falling from the roof onto the ramp and the rear walkway to the police 
office and Selectmen’s office emergency exit door. 

Animal Control Officer resigns — After many years of service to the town, Officer 
Roy Daisey submitted his resignation in November. We thank him for his many 
years of dedicated service. You will be sorely missed Roy! The State regulations 
covering animal control responsibilities address only stray dogs but Roy 
graciously extended his duties to cats, skunks and all sorts of other animal 
problems. In his absence and until a replacement can be found, all citizens should 
be aware that his services are now their own problem. Please help the town by 
being your own animal stewards. 
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e Paving delayed — The annual repaving of selected streets in town was delayed this 
year due to a combination of weather and cost. As the cost of oil continued to rise 
to record levels during the summer, repaving was delayed in hopes of better prices 
to come. By the time the price started to decline in the fall, cold weather arrived 
earlier than expected and the paving suppliers suspended operations until next 
year. We were able to secure a contract for the spring, which allowed the town to 
set aside the money from 2008 for use in the spring. As a budget reduction item, 
no additional paving is planned for next year. 

e Boat Launch — After extended delays, the archeological survey of the boat landing 
was completed with no delaying factors discovered and the final title search 
begun by the State. Assuming funding is available, construction is forecast to 
begin in late 2009 or early 2010 on the long-delayed project. 

e Playground Proposed — Details are reported in the Parks & Playgrounds 
Committee report on a proposed new children’s playground to be established on 
town-owned land near the boat launch. This is designed to be a self-supporting 
undertaking with no cost to the town other than use of public land. The 
Selectmen wish Chair J J. Hebb well on creating a great facility for the young 
people of Orford. 

e Future Needs — No report would be complete without mentioning short and long 
term future needs of the town: 

1. Town hall parking lot renovations — this has long been discussed but needs 
to be addressed soon 

2. Free Library handicap ramp — this must be addressed soon as It is 
currently almost non-functional 

3. Education of the public regarding the new Shoreline Protection Act, 
Wetlands regulations and Excavation regulations. There appears to be a 
lack of understanding of these state regulations and citizens need to be 
aware before they undertake impacted projects. 

4. High speed Internet service —- Topsham Telephone is in the process of 
installing fiber optic cable throughout 95% of the town. There is no 
taxpayer impact and the service should be of significant value to residents. 


As always, thank you to the many volunteers, too many to list here by name, who are 
indispensable in keeping the town running smoothly for the benefit of all. We urge all 
citizens to get involved, volunteer your time and talents and keep Orford the wonderful 
place it is. 
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ANIMAL CONTROL 


The Animal Control Officer responded to 201 wild animal calls for service in 2008 — 74 
being domestic animals and 127 being wild animals. 


Even though there were cases of rabid animals in New Hampshire, there have been no 
confirmed cases in Orford. 


It is important that all domestic animals be vaccinated and that all dogs and cats not be 
allowed to roam freely. 


There are pamphlets available at the Orford Post Office and the Orford Town Offices 
about West Nile disease.

The residents of Orford who attended Town Meeting in 2008 participated in a lively 
debate that concerns the future of the gift to the town, known as The Richmond 
Conservation Land, of 11.13 acres, fronting Rt 10 and the Connecticut River to the west. 
Article 10 called for a conservation easement for the purpose of ensuring public access 
and protection of the flora and fauna in perpetuity. Those attending the meeting spoke 
their minds at the mike, stood in line, and voted overwhelmingly, almost 70/30, in favor 
of the article. The property donor, Mrs. Richmond, who is now 96 years old, wrote to say 
she was in favor of the Article. The Conservation Commission did not sponsor the 
Article: an individual who thought there was a need for further protection beyond the 
deed restrictions brought it up for the Orford voters to decide. 

The Department of Environmental Services (DES) sent a team of educators to Orford 
that met in the very nice facility, Rivendell Middle School Multi-Purpose Room on 
November 6. Those of us who attended heard a positive presentation of many of the rules 
and regulations of the NH Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act that became law July 
1, 2008. Coverage of this Act is from zero to 250 feet from the water body inland, and 
includes The Connecticut River, Upper and Lower Baker Ponds, Indian Pond, and Mason 
Pond. All property owners of land along the above waters, and their service providers are 
directly affected by this Act. Your Conservation Commission has printed material for you 
and contact information. 

This past fall the Orford Conservation Commission started a rechargeable battery- 
recycling program. We can recycle cell phone, rechargeable tool and other small 
rechargeable batteries. These batteries are accepted at the Towns recycling station on 
Town Shed Road during regular hours. All you need to do is place your unwanted 
rechargeable batteries or cell phone in a supplied plastic bag and put them into the battery 
box located inside the recycling building. 

As you know, Jacobs and Archertown Brooks are among defining features of Orford. 
One of the Orford Conservation Commission’s missions is to test the waters of these 
brooks to ensure that water quality remains high. This technical activity is performed 
from June through October, at six sites, in a consistent manner, with all laboratory work 
performed by Eastern Analytical in Concord. E-coli readings were low during June and 
July. August samples, taken in the midst of a rainy spell, saw a spike in e-coli counts 
maybe due to flushing of beaver ponds in the headwaters of these streams. September 
counts were lower by about 2/3rds and October’s readings were the lowest of the season. 
In August, Indian Pond sediment was tested for mercury. The highest reading was one 
part in ten million: the hazard threshold is 40 parts in 10 million! 

The Orford Conservation Commission meets the third Thursday of the month at 7pm, 
in the Town Office building; you are very welcome to attend these meetings. The minutes 
of these meetings are posted in the hall, and a regular article appears quarterly in the 
popular Orford Library Newsletter. We are dedicated to conserving Orford’s’ natural 
resources, are you?

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


Over the past year the Emergency Management Committee continued to work on the 
Town’s level of preparedness for dealing with emergencies. 


We conducted and completed NIMS training, specifically IS 100, IS 200, and IS 700 
courses, for the Highway Department, the Selectmen, the Emergency Management 
Committee, and two members of the Fire Department. 


We installed a base station radio at the police department that allows us to communicate 
directly to Hanover Dispatch. This radio will be used whenever we open our Emergency 
Operations Center (E.O.C.). The radio was received via a grant from the state and the 
Town did not incur any expense to have it installed. We have also acquired several 
portable radios at no expense to the town. 


We continue to work on writing grants for installing a generator for the E.O.C., radio 
repeaters, and rewriting the towns Local Emergency Operations Plan (LEOP). We have 
received several quotations for the work involved and are proceeding with the grant 
process. We will proceed with these items if and when grant monies become available. 


We are conducting the NIMSCAST survey for the town as required by the Federal 
Government and have been in contact with the Red Cross with regard to using the High 
School for an emergency shelter. There is a contract for shelter assistance currently in 
place with the Red Cross. Pandemic supplies have been purchased for the town and we 
continue to participate in regional pandemic planning.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your Local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forest & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. 
Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-888-498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. 
Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division 
of Forests & Lands at 603-277 1-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Spring fire season lasted unusually long this past year, with very high fire danger stretching into the first 
week of June. Once again, the rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was fairly 
light for the remainder of the year. The acreage burned was less than that of 2007. The largest forest 
fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney on 
White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton 
during the month of April. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most 
fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the woodland urban interface, which is the area where 
homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2008 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your 
roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are 
available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s 
Forest Ranger by being fire wise and fire safe! 


There is no burning without a fire permit. The only time allowed to burn without a fire permit is when 
there is snow that covers all the ground and the wind is not blowing.

We also assisted with work on the handicap ramp and placed a 
perimeter drain around the parking lot at the town office. 


Again I would like to thank Bruce Gray and Dennis Streeter for their great work, good 
judgment and tireless commitment to the town. Also, to everyone else that helped us in 
any way, a call to report a hazard or cleaning up one on their own. Thank you for your 
continued support. 


2009 promises to be a challenge, but with your help I am confident we can meet it head 
on and continue to improve our infrastructure in the Town.

The Niles Fund Committee 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


After being sworn in as Police Chief in November, I have spent my time settling in by reviewing current 
cases, preparing for the 2009 budget and becoming familiar with the Town and its residents. It is my 
goal to continue being a proactive Police Department; one which handles calls in a professional and 
timely manner and is diligent in keeping our community safe by conducting neighborhood patrols and 
traffic enforcement. 


In 2008, the Orford Police Department issued 205 misdemeanor and violation level complaints and 
obtained a 98 % conviction rate. In addition, four felony level cases were presented and indictments 
issued by the Grafton Grand Jury. 


As can be noted by the statistics, the Town saw a significant increase in the number of accidents in 
2008. Several factors can be attributed to this increase with the most notable being the speed of vehicles 
on our roadways. The Orford Police Department has applied for a grant for the 2009 calendar year 
which would fund an additional 88 hours of traffic safety enforcement. In addition, we will also be 
participating in statewide DWI patrols from June through August 2009. If approved, each of these 
enforcements will be funded 100% by the New Hampshire Highway Safety Agency. 


I want to take this opportunity to thank you all for your continued support in keeping the Town of 
Orford the safe and wonderful community that it is.

The Free Library continues to be a well used community resource. We had visits from 
2252 patrons during the 2008 year. A total of 4244 materials were circulated this year. 
In addition to books, the library has an extensive and popular audio and video collection, 
magazines, a CD/tape recorder, historical materials, internet access, a copier and fax 
machine for use by our patrons. The Trustees are appreciative of the work that our 
librarian, Laurel Fulford, has done to improve our collection and meet the needs of the 
townspeople. 


The Library held a variety of events throughout the year. A book discussion series “New 
Hampshire Voices” led by Suzanne Brown was held from March to June. A Valentines 
making workshop was scheduled, but had to cancel due to snow. Other programs 
included a poetry evening, pumpkin carving, a computer questions and answer session 
and story hours. The library has a movie license and held an afternoon at the movies on 
the second Sunday of each month. The successful summer reading program, G’Day for 
Reading, was held in conjunction with the Social Library. The ‘Ville Quilters met every 
other Saturday throughout the year. 


The library is grateful for the support of the Friends of the Orford Libraries. With their 
donations we have been able to complete the renovations of the interior of the library. 
We are currently working on upgrading the vault area to make it an efficient storage 
space. We thank George Beaumier for his assistance in obtaining a new door for the 
library. With the Friends donation, this door has been installed and it will help provide 
better handicap access to the library. In addition, a gallery art display system was 
installed that allows the library’s collection of historical materials to be displayed on a 
rotating basis. 


Volunteers are essential to the library. We are appreciative of the time and commitment 
that volunteers have given to us. A volunteer reception was held in September. In 
recognition of the service that each volunteer provided, a book was added to the library’s 
collection in their honor. We thank the Garden club, once again, for decorating the entry 
way for Christmas. We have had many generous donations of books, video tapes, 
DVD’s, CD’s, refreshments, bake sale items and monetary contributions. We are grateful 
for everyone’s help.

Orford Social Library 


The Orford Social Library has just completed another successful year as it continues to perform 
its mission of offering a variety of materials, programs and information services to the Orford 
community. 


Over 6,200 people visited the library this year and more than 8,000 items from our collection 
were circulated. We continued to offer preschool story hours twice a month and a monthly book 
discussion series for adults. During the summer months we collaborated with the Orford Free 
Library for a lively Summer Reading Program and had our Book Buddies book discussion 
program for young adults. 


We have been pleased to serve as a community resource hosting such events as a monthly exhibit 
of photographs by an Orford resident, the “Poem on a Postcard” program in April featuring an 
Orford artist, and two local authors speaking about their writing. It was also a pleasure to 
welcome Orford storyteller Simon Brooks to delight all ages. Our annual ice cream social and 
the holiday tree trimming event were well attended offering other opportunities to strengthen the 
sense of community. 


We continued to enjoy connections with the Rivendell Schools by welcoming class visits to the 
library including the sharing of our historical archives on a visit by the sixth grade. We displayed 
student art work, offered curriculum support to teachers and provided community service 
opportunities for students. Our librarian enjoyed several visits to the first grade class where she 
read the nominee titles for the NH Ladybug picture book award. 


Our services to the community were greatly enhanced this year with the arrival of DSL computer 
access. Besides appreciating the speed of connection on our staff and public computer, this has 
made it possible for us to offer a wireless connection for patrons with their own laptops. 


The library could not operate as effectively as it does without the ongoing hard work of a network 
of dedicated volunteers who have contributed over 500 hours of their time this year. We want to 
express our heartfelt gratitude to them as well as to our wonderful librarian, Sarah Putnam, and 
her able assistant, Nancy Cassel. Additionally we are most grateful to the Friends of the Orford 
Libraries for their ongoing and generous support. Their contribution this past year enabled us to 
upgrade and increase our shelving space. 


We would like to thank our retiring trustees Bill Culp, Bry Beeson, and Ella Tobelman for their 
valuable service and many contributions. We were pleased to welcome three new members to the 
board: Ann Green, Esther Marsh, and Gene Yeates.

ANNUAL REPORT 2008 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. 
The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own 
homes and communities for as long as possible. 
The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink 
Resource Center and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families take 
part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered meals, 
congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, adult in-home care, 
chore/home repair services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer 
opportunities. 
During 2008, 67 older residents of Orford were served by the Council’s programs offered 
through the Orford, Horse Meadow and Upper Valley Senior Centers: 
Older adults from Orford enjoyed 673 balanced meals in the company of friends in the 
senior dining rooms. 
They received 2,429 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring volunteers. 
Frail residents of Orford benefited from our adult in-home care program, providing 690.5 
hours of companionship and assistance. 
Orford residents were transported to health care providers or other community resources 
on 3 occasions by volunteers. 
They received assistance with problems, crises or issues of long-term care through 61 
contacts with ServiceLink. 
Orford’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for a better 
community through 907.5 hours of volunteer service. 
The cost to provide Council services for Orford residents in 2008 was $35,059.33. 
Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home 
care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends and neighbors. 
As our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the Council 
become even more critical. 
Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Orford’s support for our 
programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to 
meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and 
homes.

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RIVENDELL CONSERVATION EASEMENT MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


In 1999, as part of a larger purchase of land by the Rivendell School District, an 
agreement was reached to conserve the 8-acre open field and hedgerow to the north of the 
existing school property in Orford, together with its adjacent 5-acre wooded hillside, by 
granting a conservation easement to the Upper Valley Land Trust. This land will remain 
permanently undeveloped, thereby helping to ensure the area's rural appearance by 
protecting scenic views and maintaining a buffer between the conserved land and 
buildings on the school campus. At the same time, Rivendell, as the property owner, 
retained valuable rights for certain underground, out-of-sight uses for part of the open 
field, as well as for educational use of the wooded hillside. 


In 2008, the Management Committee for the Rivendell conservation easement consisted 
of three members appointed by the Rivendell School Board (Ruth Cserr, Mel Emerson, 
and Bruce Schwaegler) and two members appointed by the Orford Board of Selectmen 
(Ann Green, serving as Committee Chair, and Carl Schmidt). Serving as ex officio 
members of the committee were Noelle Vitt, Rivendell's Head of Schools until she retired 
in June, her successor, Gail Keiling, and also Gary Collins, Rivendell's Director of 
Operations. 


In addition to monitoring activities on the conserved land on behalf of the Rivendell 
School District, the principal work of the Committee in 2008 was to review and extend 
the Management Plan which sets forth the specific goals and objectives for maintaining 
the property's 13 acres. The Committee welcomed comments and suggestions regarding 
future uses for the land and on March 18 a public hearing was held for that purpose. A 
consensus was reached at the hearing that farming operations were going well and that 
future crop rotation was desirable. 


The new Ten Year Management Plan that was adopted by the Management Committee 
and subsequently approved by the Upper Valley Land Trust addresses the forested area at 
the east end of the easement, the wooded hedgerows along the edges of the open field, 
and the eight acres of open fields. The Plan provides that the fields are to be maintained 
for traditional agricultural uses and sets out as a long-term goal the use of organic 
farming methods. (In accordance with the Plan and a lease that was renewed in 2006 for a 
three-year period, River Valley Farm of Orford grew corn on the upper and lower areas 
of the open field in 2008.) It is intended that Rivendell students and faculty will become 
further involved in the management of this community resource to foster learning and 
promote understanding and appreciation of land conservation for the public benefit.

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UPPER VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE 
To the Citizens of the Communities we proudly serve: 


We are pleased to present our annual report to the citizens we serve. Upper Valley 
Ambulance, Inc. has continually provided emergency and non-emergency ambulance service to 
our nine communities since July 1, 1990 responding to over 24,900 calls for service. 


From a business perspective, 2008 has been an extremely challenging year. Soaring diesel 
prices depleted our fuel budget by June. Suppliers tacked on fuel surcharges, and the cost of most 
products we use increased throughout the year. Staffing became an issue when many of our staff 
who drove great distances to work here, could no longer afford the cost of travel. The loss of staff 
affected our transfer volume, which in turn reduced our anticipated revenue. Fixed fee schedule 
reimbursement from Medicare, Medicaid and most other payors continues to lag well behind the 
actual cost of providing service, and prevents us from increasing our rates to offset rising costs. 


We expect 2009 to be just as challenging. With a deep recession being forecast, UVA 
continues to practice conservative fiscal management. In the past when faced with a projected 
deficit, the Board of Directors chose not to increase the Per Capita charge to fully cover the 
expenses which exceeded anticipated revenues. Instead we chose to fund the deficit with reserve 
monies. Unfortunately because of the rapidly escalating cost of providing service and the limited 
control we have over the majority of our costs, we are unable to subsidize the budget. The UVA 
Board of Directors approved a 2009 budget reflecting an increase of $5 to $20.00/ per capita. 
This is the first rate increase we have requested in nine years. To put things in perspective, in 
1990 we provided a basic level service at a cost of $14.00 per capita. Eighteen years later, we are 
providing an advanced level service at a cost of $20.00 per capita. We appreciate the challenges 
of this economy and the impact of our request on town budgets. After meeting with several 
Selectboard’s, we have offered an amended request of $2.50 per capita increase in 2009 and a 
$2.50 per capita increase in 2010. Additionally, we will no longer use the 2000 US Census as a 
guide for our per capita figures, but instead use the US Census Population Finder, which 
estimates population and trends. These figures are updated every few years rather than the ten 
years in between the regular US Census. The Per Capita rate that we have been charging the last 
eight years, has been based on census figures from 2000. The reduction in Per Capita fees will 
have some impact on our service, but will not affect our level of commitment or excellent service 
to the communities we serve. We will continue to search for grants, donations, and any other 
funding sources to help us maintain our goal of excellent public service. 


Many of you may not be familiar with our Subscription Service. The yearly membership 
fee of $45 per household, entitles you to medically necessary emergency medical services at no 
additional cost to you. Applications are available at your local Town Offices, at our business 
office on Lake Morey Road in Fairlee, or online at 


http://www.uppervalleyambulance.com/site/services/subscriptions/. 


We encourage you to join your friends and neighbors who stop by to visit, or have their blood 
pressure checked at our Lake Morey Road facility. Please feel free to contact John Vose, 
Administrator or your Town Representative, if you have any questions concerning our service. 
We are proud of our accomplishments and look forward to serving you in the future. The

Upper Valley River Subcommittee 


of the Connecticut River Joint Commissions 


This year the Upper Valley River Subcommittee completed a new and expanded Connecticut River Water 
Resources Management Plan. We will sponsor public presentations on the new plan during the winter and spring. 
The Plan emphasizes the many environmental and economic benefits of keeping floodplains free of development 
and encouraging natural vegetation along riverbanks to keep them stable, block debris, shade the water, and filter 
pollutants from runoff. We encourage towns to consider our Plan and to incorporate its recommendations when 
updating town master plans and revising zoning ordinances. 


All waterfront landowners should be aware that, to help protect the river and its natural resources, the New 
Hampshire Shoreland Protection Act now applies to all property along the Connecticut River (and, in Orford, also 
to the shoreland of Upper and Lower Baker ponds and Indian and Mason ponds). Within the "protected 
shoreland," 250 feet from the edge of the water, certain activities which can be harmful to the river or ponds are 
regulated. These include: 


a. Installation of a dock or alteration of a bank or beach must be approved by the NH Department of 
Environmental Services. 

b. Any new primary structures are to be set back at least 50 feet. 

c. Limestone only may be used within 25 feet of the water's edge, and only slow-release fertilizers from 25-250 
feet. 

d. Natural woodland buffers within 150 feet of the water's edge, where they exist, are to be maintained, and 
natural ground cover is not to be disturbed within 50 feet of the water. 


Information about the Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act may be obtained by contacting N.H. Department 
of Environmental Services at 271-0862, or at www.des.nh.gov. 


We urge all anglers and boaters to clean their gear carefully to avoid spreading Didymo, the recently discovered 
invasive alga in the Connecticut River. 


The Subcommittee provides information and assistance to the states, towns, and landowners on projects near the 
river. The Subcommittee consists of appointed representatives from the ten New Hampshire and Vermont towns 
along the river between Piermont/Bradford and Lebanon/Hartford, and is advisory and has no regulatory 
authority. A calendar of meetings, more about Didymo, advice on bank erosion and obtaining permits for work 
near the river, the Connecticut River Management Plan and much more are on the web at www.crjc.org.

CONNECTICUT RIVER JOINT COMMISSIONS 


This year the Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) published major new Management Plans for Water 
Resources and for Recreation on the Connecticut River. In 2008 CRJC considered issues as wide-ranging as 
riverbank erosion in Colebrook and New Hampshire's updated Shoreland Protection Act. We completed a new 
Five Year Plan that focuses upon public outreach, use of river science, and protection of the valley's natural, 
historic, and cultural assets. 


Through the Connecticut River Byway, CRJC works with communities, businesses and the states to strengthen 
the local base for heritage tourism. In 2008, we concluded a three-year project to identify the Byway with way- 
finding signs.

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UPPER VALLEY LAKE SUNAPEE REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


In the past year, with the assistance of Program Committee, the Commission has 
provided educational forums on the new Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act, 
energy programs available to communities and planning webcasts through the American 
Planning Association. The Commission receives approximately 423,000 each year from 
the Office of Energy and Planning. This is the only state funding the Commission 
receives to provide technical assistance to the 27 communities within the region. With 
the exception of dues all other funding sources are project specific and do not afford the 
Commission the flexibility to assist communities when they inquire about local issues. 


Last year the Commission created the Service incentive Program (SIP). In its first few 
months, three communities took advantage of the program, saving them $821.00. The 
SIP allows communities to use up to 15% of their paid dues each year, up to 50% of any 
project, toward assistance that they may need. The SIP is designed to assist communities 
in developing plans and taking action both regulatory and non-regulatory and is intended 
to help move communities closer to their stated goals and vision. For the fiscal year 2010 
your community or county could use $210.63 toward contracted services with the 
Commission through this program. 


The Commission is currently undergoing a strategic planning process that will guide the 
organization over the next five years. We hope to hear from you how we can better serve 
the region as we move through this process. I am happy to meet with you at your 
convenience to provide an overview of how we can assist your community or answer any 
questions you have about the organization.

Maternal and Child Health Services: 4 home visits to 2 residents for well baby, preventative and 
high-tech medical care. 


Family Support Services: 4 home visits to 1 family (4 individuals) for parenting and child 
development support. 


Additionally, residents made visits to VNA & Hospice community clinics for foot care, blood 
pressure screenings, cholesterol testing and flu shots.

We are grateful for this appropriation that enabled us to provide free 
or reduced cost mental and behavioral health services to residents of Orford who are 
uninsured or underinsured. We are committed to making quality mental health services 
available regardless of ability to pay to all communities in our service area, and are 
asking the cities and towns we serve to help us sustain that commitment to many of our 
most vulnerable neighbors. In order to achieve this goal we are requesting a FY 2009 
appropriation of $1,155. 


West Central Behavioral Health is the NH designated Community Mental Health Center 
for Orford, as well as Southern Grafton and Sullivan Counties. Our mission is: “to 
promote, preserve, and strengthen the mental health and quality of life for individuals and 
their communities through the delivery of integrated, comprehensive services.” Our 
consumers suffer from a range of disorders and illnesses: life threatening severe, chronic 
mental illness such as psychosis, schizophrenia and bipolar disorder; all forms of 
addiction; as well as anxiety, depression, divorce or relationship related stress and other 
impairing , but highly treatable, conditions. We work with all ages in outpatient clinics, 
homes, nursing homes, schools and residential supported living programs, offering a 
broad variety of counseling, psychiatric services, case management and emergency 
consultations. 


Some of the services provided to residents of Orford this year include:
